As we last left the Fairport Convention they were 
splitting to form essentially two different groups -- 
Fotheringay and a continuing Fairport Convention. 
The results from this split were quite remarkable. 
The Fairport Convention produced an album "Full 
House" which received rave reviews (but no sales) and 
found themselves being compared to America's Band. 
Fotheringay also produced a highly aclaimed LP (again 
no sales). Most importantly the break opened two 
musical identities -- that of the Fairport Conven- 
tion, and Sandy Denny (recently voted best female 
vocalist in England). Enough, though, about the 
group's history. It's important only when consid- 
ering their work as a whole. "Full House" acts as 
a composite history and future for the group. The 
split resulted in a much more energetic group and 
much more energetic album than "Lieg And Leaf". 

The violin had now become a focal point around which 
the music moves. Some fine renditions of tradition- 
al Irish jigs are included in this album along with 
some well done ballads.  "Angel's Delight" the 
group's latest work finds the tempo taken one step 
further. Much more energy is produced with a 
definite toe stomping beat. This Lp shows the group 
implanted in jig music which is where they belong. 
The Fairport Convention now remains in spirit only. 
No original members remain and only traces of the 
original remain. It's too bad because they are 

now a group on the rise without the founders there 
to enjoy it. Their stage performances and energetic 
albums have brought them recognition, and more is 

on the way. So if you get a chance, sit down and 
listen to a song. Better yet, see them in person -- 
you just might be surprised.

Mickey Newburry is that rarest of artists; a talented 
musician and composer and an extraordinary individual. 
His first introduction to Chicago came a few weeks а- 
go during a brief stay at the Quiet Knight, and it was 
a dismal reception in many respects. The crowds were 
small, except for opening night, and this despite a 
best-selling single and album. However, I don't real- 
ly think all of this dampened Mickey's spirits in any 
way. He's just not that kind of man. He records for 
Elektra now after aborted attempts with RCA then Mer- 
cury, neither of which knew how to market his talents. 
In the interim, Mickey made a name for himself as one 
of Nashville's most successful songwriters; ranking in 
stature with the likes of Mac Davis and Kris Kristoff- 
erson. His songs were recorded and sung by Joan Baez, 
Kenny Rogers, Johnny Cash, et al. Mickey's music, іп 
sharp contrast to the man I met, is very sad. Не 
writes of lonliness and heartache; of bus stops and 
back streets. In person he is a joyous, outgoing man 
with a sharp wit; a friendly individual who doesn't 
talk much about Mickey Newburry. When asked why the 
difference between Mickey Newburry the songwriter and 
the person, he replied, "I only write when I'm down 
and depressed." "When I'm in a good mood I don't

Ruben & the Jets really is the Mothers of Invention re- 
cording under a different name in a last ditch attempt 
to get their cruddy music on the radio. 

That's the answer. The question is, "How come nobody 
noticed?" А couple of albums ago, when the old Mothers 
were together, they collected their sense of humor, col- 
lective musical talents, spirit of nostalgia and put them 
іп a package and called it ... Yeah, you guessed it! Un- 
der the guise of a satire on '50's rock 'n roll, this 
tight little treasure slipped through a lot of hands. 
This is an occurance that the Mothers should be used to. 
All of their albums have the same "lack of commercial 
potential." This is why the very brilliance of the al- 
bum was never recognized by the masses. Probably the 
most common first reaction is "I-get-it-it's-another-put- 
on-by-the-Mothers." Well, that it is, but it's more. 

It takes a few good listens before you start to realize 
all those alluring little devices Uncle Frank put in to 
attract you. The subtle vocal harmonies, the sweet sax, 
the monster guitar, etc. What Zappa 8 Co. has done is 
to do an album, make a successful satire, and still 
write songs so good that they stand on their own merit. 
The love songs, though their satiric effect is constant, 
still seem to have a note of sincerity in their tone. 
The feelings come across because there is a good chance 
that you've felt the same way but never wrote a song 
about it. But if you did, it would sound like this one. 
One of my favorites remains, "How Could I Be Such A 
Fool?". Is that really Frank Zappa tugging at the 

heart strings? 

The faster songs, like "Cheap Thrills", "Jelly Roll Gum- 
drop" and "Desiree", have interesting lyrics and ap- 
propriate '50's back-up instrumentation. Listen to the 
guitar work in "You Didn't Try To Call Me". It'll amaze 
you.
